I know it will 
be expected, and that with reaſon too, that 1 
ſhould give you his juſt Praiſe, CharaCter, and 
Commendation ; that I ſhould ſer before you 
the Pidtgre of his real worth and uſeful- 
ncfs, of - his perſonal Gifts and Graces : It 
would be a check, a ſevere reproof to this

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| booſe, carnal, ſelfiſh, ungadly Ages it would 
encourage the Integrity and Goodneſs of thott 
that are going to Heaven; but his felf-de- 
nying Modetty- hath order'd chat nothing 
ſhould be ſaid of him as a Panegyrick or En- 
comium at his Funeral; they arc the expreſs 
words of his Will ; he hath forbidden the 
publication of Ins Praiſe; - let this excuſe my 
filence, and fatisfie your expectation. There 
is a great venecration due to the will of 
thoſe that are gone into the other World; 
their words ſhould be like the Laws of the 
Medes and Perſians, to over-rule all thatmay 
be faid or done to the contrary ; we would 
expect the hke regard our felves, when we 
lyein the duſt, from them that fixryiye. But
